School Shows Change 


But Character Remains

The bells of change have tolled for 
Plano, but amidst the transitions 
remains a school house that cherishes 
the character instilled in it the day the 
doors opened for classes in 1952. 
Aline Mendenhall Elementary is 
celebrating its 25th year of teaching 
the children of Plano, and principal 
Martha J. Hunt describes the at­ 
mosphere of Mendenhall as having a 
personality all its own. 
“ It has proudly maintained the 
characters of every Planoite that 
attended the school,” she commented. 
As one enters the low-ceilinged, 
m iniature 
hallway, 
a 
proudly 
displayed trophy case catches the eye. 
Trophies leaving memories of past 
Little Olympic competitions and 
reading program awards depict the 
adolescent dignity of the timely 
elementary. The cheerful hallway, 
freshly painted in the school colors, 
orange and white, prides genuine 
warmth throughout. 
Contents of Mrs. Hunt’s bright 
yellow office, such as a brown plaque 
with gold letters reading, “Children 
learn what they live,” and books such 


as 
“ Teacher and 
Child,” 
and 
“ Supervision to Better Schools,” 
portray the philosophy the school lives 
by 
Mrs. Hunt taught at Mendenhall for 
15 years before becoming elementary 
curriculum coordinator for the school 
district. In 1975, after five years in the 
curriculum department, she returned 
to Mendenhall as principal. 
“ The teaching philosophy has 
remained the same since I began my 
career with the school,” she said. 
“Every child in Mendenhall belongs 
to every teacher here. Each teacher 
tries to be open with all the students 
even though a certain grade is their 
education concern. We look at it as a 
total six-year program.” 
Mrs. Hunt added with a hushed 
laugh, “Although my husband and I 
have no children, I have 300 or 400 
children a year that I consider my 
own.” 
Although the school’s character 
hasn’t changed over the years, the 
teaching concepts have, considerably. 
In the beginning, there were 16 self- 
contained 
classrooms 
with 
20 
, teachers. Today, there are 24 classes 


in the open class concept and 28 
teachers. 
Until 
1962, 
classroom s 
were 
restricted by walls , but team teaching 
developed, and remodeling efforts in 
1972 brought about the complete open 
class concept 
“There is much more advantage to 
team teaching,” Mrs. Hunt said. 
“Each student can be given work that 
he 
can 
succeed 
in, 
instead 
of 
struggling to keep up with others, 
ending up discouraged, and not really 
learning anything.” 
Describing the school’s one main 
objective, Mrs. Hunt said, “We strive 
for a warm and happy, yet business­ 
like atmosphere.” 
There is walking proof that the 
school is accomplishing that one 
objective, for as a fourth grader 
describes his experience with Men­ 
denhall, “You don’t play all the time 
to where you don’t get any work done, 
but you don’t work all the time either. 
It’s fun to go to school here.”

Estate dwellers in far west Plano 
were able to convince the City Council 
Monday night that more large lot 
zoning is needed. 
Council members agreed with 
residents of El Ranchero Estates that 
they should be shielded from a 
primarily residential development on 
371 acres of land west of Preston Rd. 
and between FM 544 and Yeary Rd. 
(future Parker Rd.). 
Warren Clark had asked for 114 
acres of SF-1 housing directly across 
Yeary Rd., but the homeowners 
association protested that a proposed 
six-lane thoroughfare would be in­ 
sufficient barrier. 
An 1,800 square foot house can be 
built on either an ED-1 or SF-1 lot, but 
the estate lot has a minimum lot area 
of 85,000 square feet compared to SF- 
l ’s 11,000 square feet. 
Residents also said they 
were 
worried about the developm ent’s 
impact on traffic, the flood plain and 
the feeling of open space. 
Jim Carney advocated a buffer zone 
of 500 feet ED-1, 500 feet ED-2 (lot 
area minimum 43,000) and 500 feet SF- 
1E (lot area minimum 22,000 square 
feet). He pointed out that the 70 acres 
would account for only 19 percent of 
the total development. 
In a compromise move, Bob Collins 
gained approval for the development 
with one tier of SF-lE lots along 
Yeary Rd. across from El Ranchero 
Estates. 
Clark also received approval for 176 
acres of SF-2, 18 4 acres of 2F-2 
duplex, 
19 
acres 
of 
Planned 
Development-MF-1 apartments and 
43.5 acres of Planned Development- 
Retail. 
Collins and newly installed Coun­ 
cilman Jack Harvard questioned the 
large amount of retail but apparently 
heeded Planning Consultant Marvin 
Springer’s recommendation to allow 
the zoning to encourage a regional 
shopping center to locate at the in­ 
tersection of FM 544 and Preston Rd. 
In other action, the council granted 
10.36 acres of duplex zoning northeast 
of the Townbluff-Parker intersection. 
Nickey Naumovich dropped his 
request for about IO acres of SF-3 
zoning. That tract will remain SF-2 in 
accordance with Planning and Zoning 
Commission recommendations. 


A light industrial classification was 
also placed on a portion of a lot 
southeast of the Avenue 0-14th St. 
intersection and the zoning ordinance 
was amended to change the definition 
of a field office. 
The plans and specification for a 2.5 
million gallon ground storage tank to 
be built on the northeast corner of the 
FM 544-Custer Rd. intersection were

okayed and the council agreed to buy 
a patrol car as an emergency item. 
Council members also approved a 
new schedule of natatorium fees in­ 
cluding a summer season ticket for 
$12 and a yearly ticket for $18. Louise 
Sherrill and Collins voted against the 
fee schedule because a reduction in 
the yearly fee from $25 to $18 was not 
referred back to the Park and 
Recreation Board. 
A new schedule of labor and special 
charges was unanimously approved 
for Lone Star Gas Co. The reconnect 
charge was increased from $4 to $7.50 
while appliance service during nor­ 
mal working hours rose from $13.50 to 
$16. 
The charge for appliance service at 
night and on weekends was reduced 
from $38 to $24. The service charge on 
air conditioning increased from $17.50 
to $20. The fees will go into effect 
immediately.

DA Gives Report 
To Commissioners

District Attorney Tom O’Connell 
delivered his office’s comparative 
yearly summary for 1976 to County 
Commissioners yesterday morning in 
the Collin County Courthouse. 
His report showed that although less 
felony cases were filed last year than 
in the three previous years, more than 
double the number of 1975’s jury trials 
were heard in 1976. 
County prosecutes tried 30 felony 
cases and 43 misdemeanor cases 
before juries last year. This compares 
with 
only 
17 
felony 
and 
18 
misdemeanor jury trials in 1975. 
Juvenile cases and appeals showed 
dramatic increases over the previous 
years. Some 422 cases were appealed 
in 1976 as opposed to just 190 and 125 
respectively for the two previous 
years. Seventy-four juvenile cases 
were filed compared to 30 each in 1975 
and 1974. 
Felony indictm ents were down 
considerably with 184 indictments 
returned in 1976 and 364 returned in 
1975. 
O’Connell 
attributed 
the 
decrease to the fact that his staff was 
involved in so many jury trials that 
they did not have the time to handle as 
many cases as in 1975. 
So far this year, the district at­ 
torney pointed out, the grand jury has 
returned between 150 and 160 in­ 
dictments which should make the 1977 
total much higher than last year’s. 
O’Connell and the Commissioners 
Court also discussed the increasing 
juvenile crime problem along with 
grand jury procedures. County Judge 
Nathan E. White Jr. noted that the 
D.A.’s report showed that “we’re 


getting more sophisticated . . . in all 
court m atters.” 
Also at Monday’s meeting, the 
commissioners (minus Pr. 2 Com­ 
m issioner 
Bay 
Sellers

is 
recovering from surgery) approved 
the appointment of three citizens to 
the Board of Trustees of the county’s 
Mental Health and Mental Retar­ 
dation Services.

m urder conviction which 
sent White to death row. 
Currently no inmates on 
death row in the Texas Dept. 
of 
Corrections 
have 
a 
scheduled execution date. 
Appeals are pending for 


Ernest Benjamin Smith of 
Dallas and Jerry Lane Jurek 
of Cureo, both of whom found 
temporary relief in federal 
court in recent weeks. 


Once Judge Ryan sets a 
new execution date for 
White, he may appeal in the 
form of a habeus corpus 
petition to the Texas Court of 
Criminal Appeals in Austin. 
If he fails to find relief there, 
he may appeal to a federal 
district court in the area 
where he was convicted or 
where he is confined, a TDC 
spokesman said. 


The Supreme Court stayed 
White’s execution on Dec. 6 
during the period when the 
case of Gary Mark Gilmore 
of Utah was in the courts. 
Gilmore, who also said he 
wanted to die, was executed 
by a firing squad.

Hot iron melts wax on rug 


DEAR POLLY — Do you know of any way I can get 
wax out of a fur sofa and wool-nylon rug? The wax was 
melted when it was spilled on. Help me, please. — 
PEGGY. 
DEAR PEGGY — You might scrape the excess wax 
off the rug with a dull knife. Place a clean white blotter 
or several thicknesses of paper towels over the stain and 
apply a hot iron but be sure the iron stays on the towels 
and does not touch the rug. Keep changing towels as 
they become saturated with the melted wax and when 
all is off clean stains with a dry cleaning fluid. 
The fur sofa will doubtless be much more difficult but 
you might try the sam e treatment. Stroke the cleaning 
fluid in one direction and then the other so it penetrates. 
When dry, fluff up with a brush. — POLLY. 


DEAR POLLY — My P et Peeve is with the way potato chips 
are packaged. Most bags are only about half full. We are pay­ 
ing our good money for food, not air that is packaged.

Take top strand in left 
hand and push under w ire and bring back over the top to left 
side again. This strand will then be below the other strand on 
the left side. Continue this for entire hanger and always 
rem em ber to work with top strand of yarn and to alternate 
from the right to left sides. Pull yarn taut as you work. At the 
end tie a knot and then m ake a bow. — TERRI. 
DEAR R.A. — We had many answ ers to your questions and 
all very much alike, but use two wire hangers taped together 
for extra strength and also two different colors of wool so it is 
easier to tell which is left and which is right. — POLLY. 
DEAR POLLY — A rthritis in my hands m ade it very dif­ 
ficult to rem ove lids from sealed ja rs and bottles until I 
stum bled on to the following way. I put about an inch of very 
hot w ater in a pan and invert the ja r or bottle in the w ater for 
a m inute or so and then the lid or cap is easy to get off.

"Celsius” is named for 
Anders Celsius, a Swedish 
astronomer who died in 1744 
and who invented a ther­ 
mometer scale based on zero 
degrees for the freezing 
point of water and IOO for the 
boiling point. 
The Fahrenheit scale, as 
Britannica 3 notes, is named 
for 
Gabriel 
Daniel 
Fahrenheit, 
a 
German 
physicist who died in 1736 
and who invented a ther­ 
mometer scale of 32 degrees 
for the freezing point of 
water. 
The Celsius scale is based 
on the decimal system — as 
metric ll a 
era 
measurements — and is 
considered easier to use.
